Basically it 
is one of reverent trust in the ulti- 
mate goodness of Providence, blended 
with the sturdy self-reliance which 
enly such faith can assure. This is 
precisely what the first Thanksgiv- 
ing Day expressed. On that bleak 
and historic November morning its 
celebrants thanked no earthly king 
for political gifts or favors. They 
thanked God for the opportunity 
granted them by their labors to 
help the soil yield its harvest. They 


voiced the confidence of an able | 


people grateful for the strength to 
fulfill their appointed responsibilities. 

That was—and is—the American 
Spirit. 

In recent years, however, there 
have been attempts to weaken or 
misinterpret it. In recent years 
there have been efforts to convince 
decendants of those hardy forebears 
that the key to Nature’s bounty lay 
no longer in faith or in labor, but 
in economic theory and political 
serfdom. In recent years there have 
been efforts to supplant the funda- 
mental American instinct for con- 
structive cooperation with a program 
based on hatreds and governmental 
‘fhand-outs. 

And for a while it looked as if the 
mew preachings might have their 
effect. For a while the voices which 
echoed the fears and hysteria of 
‘Central Europe seemed to drown out 
the deep, true voice of America. 

But today that threat seems to be 
passing. 

Today the people are reasserting 
the faith, the strength and the 
essential integrity that found ex- 
pression on the first Thanksgiving 
morning. Today they realize again 
that it is Providence, not Politics, 
that enriches the harvests of the 
fields, that lends strength to the 
‘arms, and courage to the hearts of 
men. 

And if that renewed knowledge 
continues to prevail, this can be not 
only a great, but a lasting Thanks- 
giving.

This is Thanksgiving Week and 
one of the things we can be thank- 
ful for is the growing interest 
throughout the nation in traffic 
safety. This interest has resul ed in 
a definite reduction in the number 
of accidents and in the number of 
people killed. YOUR effort as an 
individual in this counttry-wide 
movement will result in saving lives. 
Will you help through careful driv- 
ing and sensible walking? Remem- 
ber that the months of November 
and December through past years 
have shown the worst record for 
traffic tragedies and every driver 
of a motor vehicle must be especial-

traffic fatalities are down 20 per 
cent this year in the United States. 
If we .can keep .this ...reduction 
throughout _the remainder _of the 
year, it will mean something like 
8,000 lives saved.

NEW YORK.—Discovery of dwell. | 
ing .places, temples, pottery 
metal work of aff ancient civiliza- 
tion was reported by Dr. Wendell 
| C. Bennett, assistant curator in the 
anthropology department of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

Dector Bennett recently returned | 
from a six-month archeological ex- 
| pedition into northern Peru. The 

site of the ruins he uncovered is 
the town of Huaraz in the up- 
per part of the Santa river valley at 
an altitude of 10,000 feet, between 
the White and the Black Cordilleras. 

From the evidence in the tombs, 
such as pottery, copper pins and | 
discs, and arrow heads of flint and | 
obsidian, this people of the Recuay | 
civilization predate one branch of 
the Tiahuanaco civilization and the 
Inca civilization. According to 
Mean’s method, the Recuay ruins 
would date around 500 A. D.

Subterranean Houses. 


Doctor Bennett found whole vil- | 
lages containing as many as 50-sub- | 
terranean houses, roofed with tre- | 
mendous slabs of rock apparently 
cut from the mountain sides. The 
Recuays are built tombs of rock 
slabs, fashioned into boxes. How, 
the rock was cut and transported | 
from the quarries to the village site | 
is unknown. 

Many of the sunken houses ex- 
tended two stories below the surface | 
and contained five or six rooms on| 
each floor with narrow passageways | 
leading from one floor to another | 
and from room to room, Two tem- 
ples, each having three stories | 
above the ground and rising to 30 
feet in height, were discovered. 
Stone puma heads and statues rep- 
resenting human figures also were 
found. 

In the ancient village 10 subter- 
ranean passageways with single 
openings were unearthed. Pottery 
found at the ends of the tunnels 
showed they were used as dwelling 
places.

That Foretells Weather

Chardon has a mystery. 

Al W. Timm doesn’t need a 
barometer. A 55-year-old buckeye 
tree in his front yard foretells ac- 
curately within five to six hours 
when rain is coming, and has done 
so for the last two years. 

His neighbors actually depend on 
this tree when planning picnics. 
When rain is coming, although skies 
may be cloudless, wet spots begin 
to appear on the bark about two 
feet from the ground, and they in- 
crease until the bark is wet all the 
way to earth. 

After the, storm the tree becomes 
dry and remains so until ready for 
another forecast. 

William Facey, who lives in the 
Timm home, and Timm discovered 
Charles Repp, re- 
| tired farmer and a neighbor of 
| Timm, said recently that, in all his 
| long farm experience, he never had 

seen anything like it. 

The tree was struck by lightning 
| several years ago, and the course of 
| the lightning shows plainly. Whether 
| this has anything to do with the 
| tree’s propensities is not known. 

“Maybe some of these college and 
| weather bureau scientists can figure 
| it out,” Timm said. “I can’t and

It is time, he said, that the archa 
ie conception of the terrors of lep 
rosy be changed. 

“It is by no means a rare dis 
ease,” he said, “it is not ordinarils 
infectious among adults, but is gen 
erally contracted by children be j 
tween the ages of 5 and 10. Eve: 
a person married to a leper does no’ 


usually contract the disease.’’ 


The tragedy, he said, was that 
probably not 2 per cent of lepers 
were being cared for, and not one in 
50 was being cared for as a leper 
should be treated. 

“The world is not willing to spenc 
enough to give a certain amount of 
care to one leper in 50,’’ he added 
“The money spent on cosmetics in 
England and the United States 
would provide comfortably for every 
leper in the world. 

“A fraction of the money spent on 
tobacco, sweets and alcohol would 


provide for all the lepers.”
